Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-25 are 
allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior art whether taken singularly or in 
combination, especially when these limitations are considered within the specific combination 
claimed, to teach: a memory device comprising at least one read/write control signal line, among 
others as claimed in independent claim 1, for transmitting a read/write control signal to a 
memory cell, wherein the write control signal and read control signal are controlled so as not to 
be activated at the same time; a reset signal, among others as claimed in independent claim 21, 
activated to set a state of storage element to have a desirable value for a period other than the 
reading and writing operation; a NOT signal of AND of the write control signal and inverted 
write signal, among others as claimed in independent claim 24, connected to a first source of a 
transistor constituting a second inverting logic gate, and an AND signal of the write control 
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signal and the write signal is connected to a second source of the transistor constituting the 
second inverting logic gate.
